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Detailed Action

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1,2, 4-8, 14, 19, 20,24, 27 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) 
as being anticipated by Nishikawa. 

With respect to claim 1, Nishikawa teaches a pseudo print job system for managing 
scan jobs, the system comprising: a scanning device including: a scan unit (201, 202 
and 306) having an interface (202) to receive a document and an interface (301) to 
supply a scan job in response to scanning the document; and a scan controller (304) 
having an interface 302 to accept pseudo print job requests, to accept the scan jobs, to 
supply scan jobs for spooling in response to the pseudo print job request, and to supply 
despooling and spooling statements (col. 17, line 65 to col. 18, line 5); a storage device 
(303) having an interface to accept scan jobs for spooling, to accept 
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spooling/despooling statements (col. 17, lines 52-63) and to supply despoiled scan jobs 
in response to despoiling statements (col. 17, line 65 - col. 18, line 5). 

With respect to claims 2, 14, 20, 31 Nishikawa teaches wherein the storage device 
stores the scan document cross-referenced to a document identifier (physical page ID). 

With respect to claim 4, Nishikawa teaches wherein the storage device is a memory 
residing in the scanning device (303). 

With respect to claim 5, Nishikawa teaches a server Host 3000 having an interface 
connected to the scan controller 304 interface to receive scan jobs for spooling and to 
receive spooling statements; and wherein the storage device 303 resides in the server. 

With respect to claim 6, Nishikawa teaches a client (host 3000, see figures 2 and 3) 
including: a print subsystem 1500 as claimed and a scan subsystem (201, 202 and 306) 
for receiving information from storage device 303. 

With respect to claim 7, Nishikawa teaches a pseudo print job request (from a host 
user) selecting a storage device 303 for spooling the scan jobs. 
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With respect to claim 8, Nishikawa teaches the scan controller 304 receives a command 
in the pseudo print job request(from the host user) specifying the destination (1500) for 
receiving the despoiled job. 

With respect to claim 19, Nishikawa teaches a network of (a printer and host machine) 
including a scanner (201 ,202 and 306) and a client (host 3000) for managing print jobs 
comprising: 

Scanning a document at the scanning device (201,202 and 306); spooling (302) the 
scan job in the storage 303; sending a request (by user of the host) to the scanning 
device; despooling 305 the scan job from storage 303 in response to the print request; 
and sending the scan job to a connected destination 1500.

With respect to claim 24, Nishikawa teaches sending the scan job to a destination 
1500 in response to the print request. 

With respect to claim 27, Nishikawa teaches sending a print job request for the scan job 
using an application selected from a print deriver 1 16 of 1500 and an scan application 
201.
